ments to correctional .institutions for 
children this year than any other 
year. The state stands high as com- 
pared with other states in this re- 
spect.

"In one county there has been a 


saving of about $50,000 tliis 
year 


because of the •work; of'the

probation •department. At the Indiana 
Boy's School at Plainfield, there have ] 
been fewer inmates due to the acti- 
vities of this division."

LABOR SHORTAGE 


Proponents of Less Immigration Re- 


striction Endowed With Financ- 
es and Have Political Influence 


DIVIDED INTO 3 CLASSES 


Sec. Mellon Declares Owing to Re- 


striction on Immigration U. S. 


Has a Scarcity of Labor

Washington, Feb.O —With every 


resource of publicity at their com- 
mand, backed heavily as to finances, 
and endowed with not a little politi- 
cal influence, proponents of less im- 
migration .restriction are today the 
most aggressive and determined in 
the fight to dominate the writing of 
the nation's immigration policy which 
Congress is about to undertake. 


These advocates of a freer flow 


of immigration into the United States 
fall roughly into three classes:,, 


(1) Employer's of labor of all'kind. 
(2) Groups and individual who 


profit by immigration as an in- 
stitution. 


(3) Church groups, international- 


ists, and philosophers. 


By far the most powerful and im 


portant of these are. the employer 
of labor, a group which is made ii] 
of employers of cheap unskilled labo 
and employers of classified tgri 
cultural labor. Of these two, the em 
ployers of common labor, the man 
ufacturing-industrial class, are the 
most concerned in the drive to forci 
down our present bars to a flood oi 
foreigners 
and. a'.re 
the 
noinina

Immigration, this class says, if 


necessary to afford a ready sourc 
of cheap, unskilled labor to industry 
It serves as a reservoir into whicl 
industry may constantly dip for i 
supply of men to do the rough -worl 
of 'the county's industry at mini- 
mum wages. 


Minimum wages, they continue 


mean cheaply produced products am 
a lower cost of living to the natioi 
as a whole. 


They claim that "prosperity" is 


at this very moment being retarded 
by labor shortages in the country's 
principal industrial centers. 


Secretary of the Treasury Melloi 


is one of the subscribers to this 
contention. In his recent annual re- 
port, the Secretary said: "Owing to 
the restrictions on immigration and 
the general resumption of industry, 
the country is alread3' suffering from 
c. scarcity of labor which is embarr- 
asing some lines of business and 
leading to higher wage scales, where 
lower were expected a year ago." 


These claims of 'labor shortages 


are borne out by figures of the De- 
partment of Labor which show a 
continual decline in the common labor 
available in the past year and a 
half. 


Then immigrant aid societies, im- 


migrant banks and labor bureaus- 
n fact, the whole business struct- 
ure which the great immigrant move- 
ments of pre-war days called into 
existance-are staunch advocates, .of 
otal relaxation of immigration bans. 


Certain churches, '-with interest in
